He urged that the commision fix a 
minimum standard of not less than 
ISO; that plants be required to main- 
;ain as near 600 B. T. U. as possi- 
ble, 'and that companies be require'd 
;o make adjustments of consumers' 
gas heating apparatus in accordance 
with reduced standards.

juire the companies to make month 
y reports as to quality of coal and 
oil used.

caused by a hemorrhage of the right • 
side of the brain, according to Dr. 
K. E. Purcell and Dr. A. R. Tor- 
may, who performed a post mortem 
examination 
this morning. 
The 


hemorrhage was caused by a blow 
behind the right ear. 


How the' blow was administered 


is the vital question, around which 
may center the solution of the mys- 
tery.. It may have been administer- - 
ea by a blunt instrument, becatiEe 
the skin is not cut open, but it is 
just possible that it was Sustained - 
in falling. 


The stomach and the brain of the 


dead, man were removed' this morn- 
ing, and will be preserved for sev- 
eral weeks in formaldehyde, should 
the authorities deem, it necessary to 
have thfem analyzed. 
The fact that 


the stomach is not being analyzed 
immediately tends to weaken the 
theory that poison may have been 
the cause of Singer's 
death, 
al- 


though the theory has not yet been 
abandoned. 


Circumstances Pnzzle 


A number of extremely puzzling 


circumstances

those investigating. I': Singer had 
hurled himself down the precipice, 
there would have been broken bones,' 
the legs crushed. 
If someone else 


had thrown him over, the same thing 
would have been true. 


If he had fallen accidentally, his 


cldthir.g would have been ba'dly torn 
by the bushes which hide the edge 
of the cliff and continue for some 
distance down; and he would have 
landed directly beneath the cliff, in- 
stead of which t'..o bodyywas found 
seme 40 to 50 feet away, from the 
cliff.

That he must have fallen and

Here you have' the concept of private ownership of the great 


arteries of the life-Hood of the nation:—"The public be 
damned." 


The basest betrayal of public interest ever imposed upon a 


long suffering people fay a congress prostituted by private greed 
was the passage of the Esch-Cummins ball. The government 
had the control of the railroads and was operating them. The 
war was over and railroad earnings had begun to show a profit. 
Freight was moving, deliveries were reasonably prompt, and sat- 
isfaction among shippers had become general. But the Wai! 
Street ga.mWers in stocks t and bonds demanded the return of 
railroads to private map.agemenit. That demand was backed by 
all the truckling bankers of1 the country, by all the commercial 
associations tethered to the Wall Street purso strings, and by all 
the politicians whose campaigns are financed by the houses of 
Morgan and Rockefeller. 


It was net enough that the railroads- be turned back to pri 


vate ownership. They must be turned back with a gorernmen 
guarantee of profits to the private owners.
